Os OO es Kegional Story 


by Don Longley 


Don Longley, Fieldman for The Shorthorn World, 
has managed every one of the 25 Southeastern 
Regional Sales. 


We hear a lot about growth these days . . . growth stocks, growth business, growth 
of the nation’s economy. Naturally, everyone wants to be a part of a growth picture. 
In agriculture, I can’t conceive of any situation that offers more growth potential 
than the production of quality registered Shorthorns or Polled Shorthorns in the South- 
east. 


First, we must assume that you have a desire to breed something better than the 
mine run cattle beast . . . a mediocre one of any color will always find a limited 
market. Then, we assume you will pay attention to the essentials of operating any 
business . . . and in this case it means taking care of your cattle. Next, and most 
important, you must have a good product . . . and with Shorthorns or Polled Short- 
horns you are on the right road. 


Back in the ‘‘30’s’”’ there was a swing towards smaller cattle . . . and it was hard 
for the big, rugged, easy-fleshing Shorthorn to ‘‘squeeze down’”’ to this size. While 
there was a definite modernizing trend in Shorthorns . . . and the modern Shorthorn 
of today clearly shows this . . . the breed was not faced with as great a problem as 
others in working back up to the size popular today. There can be no question but 
the today’s commercial prducer . . . and tomorrow’s . . . is and still will be demand- 
ing an animal of size and substance . . . along with ability to gain efficiently. 


That is the reason for the growth of the Shorthorn breed in recent years in the 
Southeast. The major consignment sale in this area during this period has been the 
Southeastern Regional. The graph demonstrates clearly how each year the total 
numbers in their semi-annual sales have grown. In 1959, we were selling nearly 
three times the number as just five years before. Yet, this is still just a drop in the 
bucket, compared to our breed’s potential. Not only have we demonstrated that the 
Southeastern can handle 150 to 200 lots on at least a twice a year basis, but there is 
a need for many more sales . . . of individual herds . . . of consignor groups .. . to 
be established to even start to supply the available market. I feel that in 1965, when 
we look back to 1960, we will see an even greater growth than has taken place in the 
past five years. Simple mathematics tells that by doubling or tripling a figure like 
232 accomplishes a great deal more than doing the same to a start of 95. 


One factor stands above all. The average of our sales today are nearly double 
what they were five years ago. Of course, part of this is due to a rise in the beef 
market ... but a great deal of it is because the larger and stronger the sale, the 
more buyers that attend. This sets up a broader base, creates a better demand at all 
price levels, particularly on the better cattle. 


Demand for bulls continues to grow. It’s a two way street. We enjoy a big market 
from those with commercial cow herds of other breeds for cross-breeding . . . and a 
growing market among the many who have started registered and commercial Short- 
horn herds . . . and each year provides an increased backlog of satisfied bull custo- 
mers who return to this sale for their bulls.
